Nothing seems more 
simple than to adapt clothing to the 
weather by the addition of au oventiat, 
light or heavy, as the occasion requires. 
It must not, however, la- forgotten that 
just iu prop, tt um as the garment Mapac- 
mi p. -e,i ii|»iii the ordinary clothes is 
eflective iu pnalut-iiig a sense of warmthi 
it acts liy arresting the eva|a>ratioii of 
Wana va|a>r from the body. This 
warm va|air continues to rise through 
the ordinary clothing, but It ia prevent- 
ed from escaping, and tbe clothes are 
saturated with it. The general effect is 
well enough while the overcoat is kept 
ou, but the moment it is removed BOOB* 
oration recommences, ami the hotly is 
placed iu a "cailer" constructed ou the 
principle adopted when a .lamp cloth 
is wrapta-d round a butter dish, the 
vapor |iassiug oil, abstracting the heal, 
and leaving the contents of the ler 
refrigerated. 

The point to make clear is that the 
overcoat, let it lie fashioned ami venti- 
lated as ii may, uot prevent the 
underclothing Am t*-ing saturated 
with moisture, hut actually teuds to 
make the moisture accumulate therein. 
This is proved by the sense of geuial 
warmth felt while the overcoat is 
worn, and the evidences of inspiration, 
easily perceived uuder the arms and at 
the sides of the chest particularly, im- 
mediately after the overcoat has lieen 
removed. Moreover, we take tilt" the 
coat when pa enter a warm house, aud 
precisely at the moment wheu muscu- 
lar activity is aaoaaaoVMl A very little 
consideration will sutllce to convince 
the .-.minion sense thinker that nothing 
can well tie worse managed than this 
pr.a-ess, both as regards its nature ami 
the time ami conditions of its operation. 
It is op|Hiacd to all the canons of health 
to allow the clolhiug to la-come satu- 
rated with iK-rspiratiou, ami then to 
take on* the external coveriug and suf- 
fer rapid cooling by evaporatkiu; while, 
if it were designed to do this at the worst 
possible time, protuibly none worse 
could lie fi -mnl than when muscular 
exercise has been dist-outinued. 

The suggestion we have to offer is, 
that it wou Id la- far Iwtter policy lo 
wear only oue coat at a time, aud to 
make whatever change may be neces- 
sary by removing a thin coat aud re- 
placiug it by a thicker one wheu going 
out of d<M>rs, and the reverse when 
coining in. If, instead of weariug 
overcoats, people woul.i wear coats of 
different thicknesses, accordiug to the 
weather and conditions generally, they 
would avoid the danger of calling by 
evaporation; the garments saturated 
with moisture would be removed, and 
dry off the hotly instca.1 of ou it. We 
believe no inconsiderable proportiou of 
the "colds," attacks of lumbago, and 
eveu more formidable results of what 
are popularly called "chills," may be 
tra.-ed to the practice of 
coats which arrest tl 
of evaporation, cause the clothiug 
within to be saturated with accumu- 
lated perspiration, aud are then re- 
moved, wheu rapid cooliug takes place. 
The avoidance of this peril is to be at- 
tained by such cbauge of coats as tbe 
oouditious require.
